Col. Gaerin 
nvas. fishing1 with a six-ounce split bam- 
(boo bait i od made by his father-in-law, 
Ithe late Charles, Murphy, to whom the 
credit of making the first split bam- 
Iboo rod is accorded by all fishermen. 
fTlris was one ot the last rods his father- 
in-law made, and perhaps it was a little 
(weakened bj age, for it broke off short 
under the butt ferrule while Col. GueriD 
peas killing the fish in good style. 


Caipt. Dave Parker, of ForkEiver, was 


failing the boat and hehadmerer seen a 
fctmgaree. He 'had a Harrimac landing 
pet and sweeped down after the fish as

Insects That Astonish Gay Paris 


at --tlio Present Tima. 


Two BedbnErs That Operate a Minute 


Trip Hammer at the Sideline of 


Tlieir Traiucr — A Mueii- 


Almac'd Inflect.

An ordinary bedbug is not an insect 


that commands admiration on account 
of its surprising intelligence, and it is 
hard to believe that two of the species 
are attracting woutlerful crowds 
to 


see them go through a set pertorin- 
ince; but this is actually going- on in 
Paris. 


The owner of the two educated bugs 


is Victor Shumaun,.who calls himself 
"Tlhe Insect Tamer of Berne." 
Shu- 


rnann has taught ttie two 
bedbugs 


with which he is now amusing the 
Parisians' to go through a perform- 
ance in which a model at the great 
Nasmiih hammer at the worth of 
Jirupp, at Essen, in Germany, is the 
centerpiece. 


Shunrann constructed 
this model 


only after many montlhs of hard work, 
and in itself it is a great PUI iosiiy. The 
ponderous hammer of ^hich it is a copy 
is of the pattern familiar to those >vho 
have visited iiorks in which big ma- 
chinery is made. 
The masss of iron 


that constitutes the striking part is 
moved tip and down a framework 
above the «nval by means of a lever, 
which is so nicely balanced that the 
operator of the hammer can crack a 
hickory nut or crush masses of white- 
hot metal with equal facility. The tiny 
model of the pomlcious hammer Shu- 
mann constructed of feolicl gold, as far 
as the hammer arid 
amil are con- 


cerned, and of silver as tb the frame- 
work; the chains and gearing of that 
dearest of metals, platinum 


The hammer which Shimumn -took as 


a model weigihs 400,000 pounds. 
The 


model weighs just a little more than 


they soon learned that no harm came 
to them by keeping where they were, 
and after a time the motion I applied 
came to be mechanical to them, and I 
had only to place, the leet of one on the 
lever and place the other in the vicinity 
of the bar of iron to cause them both to 
go through the performance spontan- 
eously.

I am quite attached to the in- 
sects, and. would oiot part with them 
for any money." 


It is probable that tlie performing 


bedbugs -nill be brought to America 
in the fall, and the people of this coun- 
try •will have an opportunity of seeing 
insects, for which it has been thought 
there was no earthly use save to plague, 
humanity, going about their blade- 
smith work -with the cleverness of 
trained mechanics.

Proctor, while secretary of war, formed' 
th« regiments into two battalions of 
four companies each. This, inspiteof 
the original ten-company formation, 
gave small battalions, adequate to the 
control oi firing line in extended order; 
bxit for effective work the regiments 
should preferably be larger and have 
the three-battalion formation. 


"Our small regular army being a part 


of our national defense, ought to be the 
best possible and adequate to the work 
to which it is constantly put in, peace 
and war. In Chicago in, 1894 2,000 reg- 
ulars—all that were available—were 
collected, and these had to be brought

—for through the magnifying glasses 
the tiny machine seems to be of enor- 
mous proportions, while the bugs are 
enlarged until they become frightful- 
looking monsters.

en hammer are 1>e,coming the talk of 
Paris, and the exhibit is pronounced 
one of the most remarkable that even 
Jiat city of -sui-prising- shows has seen 
'or some time. Shumann lias, become 
so enthusiastic over the success of his 
dea that he has promised the Paris- 
ans to -aiitdo their wildest fancies in 
•'he training of his bugs, by making 
them so skillful that they viill not only 
so through the mechanical work of 
raising and lowering the hammer, but 
will actually fashion the tiny section 
of wire on the anvil into geometrical 
igures. 


Shumann claims that i!he bedbug- is 


a. much abusefl insect. nl have trained 
many insects," he. said in a recent in- 
terview, "but for choice give me the 
despised and persecuted bedbug. 
I 


admit that a dead bedbug is not the 
most prepossessing of insects, but a 
ive one properly treated is something 
to admire. Those bugs of mine will 
come at my -call, and as you see will 
obey my commands instantly when or- 
dered to work the hammer, I claim 
hat they art* possessed of unusual in- 
lelligence, 
and have finer institfets 


han even the ant, which is usually 
Considered the cleverest inhabitant of 
the insect world. I begin the training- 
->f the bugs by placing- their feet in 
>osdtionr and then moviag- the machin- 
ry or drawing the tiny bar of iron in 
he right direction. The bugs, of! 
course, were for escaping- at first; but j 


great distances. That they succeeded 
in. preventing their own destruction 
tvliart arrayed in the fnce of thousands 
of disaffected and violent men was due 
to the coolness and courage of the offi- 
cers and enlisted soldiers.

prospects ot the expedition based on the 
facts of Andree's ascent. Dr. Ekholm 
declined to go this year because he con- 
sidered that the impermeability of the 
balloon v> as unsatisfactory. He pointed 
out that from the day the balloon waa 
fully inflated it lost 51 cubic meters of 
gas every 24 hours, 
representing 
a 


diminution in carry ing capacity of 50 
kilograms per day. This showed that 
the imperMOUbness of the balloon had 
not been essentially increased since last 
pear. 


Besides this daily escape, various cir- 


cumstances led to a certain loss of gas 
(n the ascent itself, necessitating a cor 
responding sacrifice of ballast. After 
making allowances for these losses of 
gas and taking into consideration tfie 
fact that in the ascent parts of the drag 
ropes were lost and that the balloon 
it once rose to a height of 15,000'to 25,- 
DOO feet. Dr. Ekholm fdrmed the follow- 
'ng conclusions: The longest time 
which, the balloon would remain in the 
air would be from.22 to 24 days, and 
'.•ven less than that if mountains exceed- 
ing vthe height of those attained at the 
start had to be crossed. Dr. Ekholm de- 
clares himself skeptical with regard to 
the supposed loss of tie "balloon in the 
W .ite sea, but he proposes, neverthe- 
les"s, that a search expedition should 
be sent to the White seafrom Vardoe. 


Since it was reported that Andree had 


provided himself with a num>er of hom- 
ing pigeons which he intended to dis- 
patch from his balloon while em route 
to the north pole, with information as 
to his success or otherwise, it has been 
Impossible to pick up a paper without 
finding a telegram from, some part of 
the globe announcing the capture of a 
'homer" which it is invariably suggest- 
)d may have come from the pole or 
thereabouts. 


One thing may be depended upon, 


f.owever, and that is that not a single 
aigeon that Andree took with him. in 
che balloon haa yet been heard from, 
rhe stories to the contrary are nnblush- 
ng falsehoods. 


Bacteria In Writing Fluid. 


It has been proved by microscopic ex- 


amination that ink is liable to contain 
pathogenic bacteria. Dr. Marpmann, 
if Li-epsig, has lately published the re- 
sults of examination of 67 samples of 
ink used in the schools: Saprophytes, 
aacteria an<S,:microeocei were found in 
nost of them. In fc\vo instances the 
ioctor succeeded in cultivating a bac- 
illus from migrosin inlc, which proved 
Fatal to mice within four days. But 
nost of the bacteria are harmless, and 
It has been ascertained by the actual 
jxperiment of some eminent New York 
iciectists that in many varieties qf ink 
jsed in that city, which they tested, 
shere were no disease germs. However, 
i pen which has been dipped in ink 
ibould never be moistened, with the
